HIS GROUP COULD NOT AGREE ON TEXT OF DR ON COLONIALISM

HAPPEN IF ANOTHER ANTI-ISRAEL RESOLUTION IS ADOPTED. 
HOWEVER, AS IRAQ AND CUBA ARE THE TROUBLE MAKERS
